We car, 
however, by the arrival of a schooner yes- 
terday from La Guayra now account for 
the non-arrivals of late from that Portand 
Puerto Cabello, which was in consequence 
of an embargo laid on the sùipping in these 
places, caused by inforination received 
at Caracas of the approach of the Patriots 
towards the capital, but which was teken 
off on Tuesday last, on intelligence being 
received that they had again fallen back 
on Calabozo. General Faez is stated to 
have been defeated at Ortiz. 

The schooner Juliana, of this port, sail- 
ed five days ago from La Guayra, from 
Puerto Cabello, under convoy of His Ma- 








esty’ frigate Euridice, both of which may 
be bourly expected here.

COCOA-NUT OIL. 

A silver medal was lately voted to Tho- 
mas Hoblyn, Esq. of Slvane-street, Lon- 
don, for Introducing extensively the im- 
portation of Cocoa-Nut Uil from the Isle 
of Ceylon. The following communica- 
tions were received from bim—He also 
annexeil an explanatory engraving of his 
apparatus for preparing it, and samples of 
the Oil, and preparations from it, have 
been preserved in the Society's Repository : 

« Sir—AÂs the advantages of the Cocoa 
Nut Oil, which has been lately introduced 
into this country from Ceylon, in conse- 
quênce of my suggestion, may not be so 
well known as it meit.s, Í have sent to tbe 
Society various specimens of the oil in is 
natural state and in combination with sub- 
stances now in common use, such as wax, 
spermaccti, &c, I have no doubt that it 
may be very advantageously employed as 
a substitute for spermaceti oil, as itis con- 
siderably cheaper. burns with a clear 
bright flame, and is devoid of caither smell 
or smeke. In using it in lamps, however, 
it will be necessary to render it previously 
liquid; but its ow» combustion will after- 
wards generate a sufficient portion of heat 
to allow of the capillary attraction guing 
on without any further trouble. It will be 
found useful also in the manufacture of 
soap, candles, and the finer articles of per- 
fumery, and become in future a source of 
great revenue to the island of Cevlon, and 
of great importance to tbis country, if its 

reparation be more carefully attended to 
in the plan IL have suggested, of breaking 
up the nuts with edge stones, then pressing 
hem immediately when reduced to a 
pulp, and boiling and skimming the oil and 
placing it in close vessels, for the purpose of 
being conveyed to this country. This 
mode of proceeding will not only render 
it more pure, but prevent its rancidity, 
and considerably lessen the leakage which 
takes place from using common casks.

From facther information given by Mr. 
Hoblyn, it appears of great consequence 
to Governinent, to produce freight from 
the island of Ceylon, now in their hands. 
‘Taat Cocoa:Nut oil will immediately fur- 
nish them a rernittanae of 50,000/, annnul- 
ly, and could be much extended. That 
150 casks had been lately imported at so 
low a rate as to be sold by Messrs. Hen- 
drie, Perfumers in Tichbourne-street, at 
siz siallings per gallon. Mr. Hoblyn added 
that Cocoa-Nut oil is likely to be in de- 
rand, vn a very extensive scale, as he has 
already had an offer for 1000 tons of it, 

Mr. R. Hendrie attended the committee 
and states, that he made three or four tons 
of Cocoa-\ut oil into soap; that it makes 
a sweeter and purer soap than the tallow 
usually employed in making soap ; that 
soap can be made cheaper with this than 
olive oil ; and that he has reason to believe 
it will be very advantageous to the woollen 
manufactory. 

From subsequent experiments, it appears 
that the Cocoa-Nut oil soap may be used 
to advantage for foreign olive oil soaps; 
and that the oil is superior to tallow for 
use of enamellers’ and jewellers’ lamps. 

By Mr. Hoblyn’s apparatus, three parts 
of the labour now employed in the manu- 
facture of the vil may be saved, and con- 
sequently it may be affurded at a cheaper 
rate.”

DIAMONDS. 

At the third annual course of lectures 
of the Birmingham Philosophical Society, 
which closed a short time since, a very 
curicus discription and estimate of dia- 
monds known to be in existenc were 
given by Mr. Thompson. ‘The number 
known of diamonds of 36, carats and up- 
wards, he stated to be no more than 19, 
two of which were in England, viz. the 
Piggott diamond, weighing 45 carats, and 
worth 16,200/. and one in the possession 
of the Honsby family of 36 carats, worth 
3000. Holland has but one which weighs 
36 carats, and is valued at 10,368/; its 
form ìs conical, and it was for some time 
in the possession of Messrs. Rundell 
and Bridge, of London. France has two, 
the largest was bought by the Duke of 
Orleans during his Regency, and thus call- 
jed the Regency Diamond: its weight is 
136 1-2 carats, and value 142,0581, Ger- 
many has one weighing 139 1-2 carats, 
and worth 158,682/. Russia is rich in 
these gems; its largest is that of the Scep- 
tre, which issaidto weigh 779 carats. If 
this be true, it must be worth, according to 
the general mode of estimating them, the 
enormous sum of 4,854,1281. The his- 
tory of this diamond is rather curious. 
For a long time it formed the eye of an 
East Indian Idol, from which pést it was 
removed by an European soldier. From 
him it passed through several bands, and 
was finally sold to the Empress Catherine for 
90,000/. an annuity, and a patent of nobili- 
ty. Russia has several others, one of wbich 
is estimated at 369,000/.. The great Mo- 

ul has one of a rose colour, and valued 
at 522,728/. The two principal ones be- 
longing to Persia are called, in tbe hyper- 
bolical langvage of the East, “ The Moun- 
tain of Splen our, ” &c. and “ The Sea 
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of Glory 5” one is worth 145,800/. and the 
other 35,848.L The Portuguese Royal Fa- 
mily have two, one of which is still uacut ; 
and, if we may credit the Portuguese ac- 
counts, is the largest ever found ; it is said 
to weigh 1680 carats ; and, supposing it to 
lose half its weight in cutting, it would be 
worth 5,644,80CL upwards of a million 
more thau the Sceptre Diamond of Russia. 
There ìs a small part broken off, which 
was done by the man who found it, who, 
ignorant what stone it was, struck it with 
a hammer upon an anvil. ft was found 
in the Brazils. It must not be concealed 
that some persons conversant in these 
things doubt the existance of this stone. 
Accordingto the model exl:ibited, it issome 
what like the shape and size of an ostrich’s 
egg. The other diamond in the posses- 
sion of the House of Braganza is worth 
3,393,000/. 


The Chinese lnsolence and pussillante 
mity seem to be the ruling characteristies 
of tbis singular people: they pervade all 
ranks, fiom the highest to tbe lowest. 
Without going farther for examples, we 
bave an instance related by Mr M’Leod 
(in the narrative of the Alceste’s Voyage 
to tbe Yellow Sea) which greatly amused 
us. A Cbinese interpreter had been sent 
on board the Alceste by the Canton mans 
darins, who, in a high and domineering 
tone, required the ship to be immediately 
anchored ; declaring that if she presumed 
to pass the batteries she would be imme- 
diately sunk. The Captain coolly told 
him, that be would not enly pass the bat- 
teries, but hang him afterwards at the 
yard-arm, for daring to brirg so impudent 
a message on board a British man-of-war. 
As soon as the canonade commenced. the 
interpreter slank below ; but when all was 
quiet, conceiving, tbat, es the first part of 
tbe captain’s threat had heen fulfilled, the 
performance of the second, in which he 
was so much interested, would speedily 
follow, he erept upon deck, and, prostrat- 
ing himself at full length, kissed the cap- 
tains, feet and begged for mercy. At that 
moment the order was given *to stand by 
the larboard guns for Tiger island,—on 
which the poor linguist, putting on a most 
rueful countenance cxelaimed. “What! 
no hab done yet?” and without waiting 
for an answer, began to wring his hands, 
groaned heavily, and dived again to the 
bottom of the ship.

SPANISH PATRIOTS. 
(Presented to Congress on the IOth Merch.) 
To the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States in congress assembled. 
The memorial of Vincente Pazos, of Peru, de. 
pùted agent of the authorities acting in the 
name of the republics of Venezuela, New Gra- 

pada and Mexico, 
Respectfually represents 

That several duly constituted authorities of 
the independent governments of South Ameri- 
ce, having met in this free, this enlightened, 
friendly and neutral country; and being convin- 
ced that nothing could tend moretotheadvance. 





|: ment of the great eavee,in whiehall the friendsof 


freedom, from the bay of Sun Francisco to Cupe 
Horn, are deeply engaged, that the conquest 
of Floride, which would cut off the medium of 
intercourse beween the Spanish islande and the 
United States, and thus, paralize the operations 
of the government of Spain, in the important 
contiguous islands, hastening thereby tbe ful-., 
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filments of the ardent desires of those islanders 
for emancipstion from the most cruel oppres- 
sion ;—tbese constituted authorities deter mi- 
ped upon the attack of Amelia Island as the 
most direct mode of obtaining possession of 
the contemplated object. 

Their views were privately made known to 
many individuals in the United States, who had 
emìgrated to this country in consequence of the 
bloody scenes of Carthagena and other places 
of South America ; and to many of the disband- 
ed soldiers of the British and other nations, 
whose profession was that ofarms. They were 
invited to repair to Amelia Island, many of 
them wishing an asylum, and others desirous 
of assisting in the patriotic cause, under promise 
of satisfaction, proportioned to their grades 
and merits, but cautiously avoiding whatever 
might be censtrued as 2 violation of the sove- 
reignty of this highly respected republic, and 
studìously careful to gaurd against whatever 
could, in the most remote degree, be considered 
as infracting the laws of netions. They met 
at the pluce of randezvous, they attacked, they 
took, they kept possession of the island of 
Amelia, with only the van-gaard.— They ex- 
pected the arrival of those patriots and foreign- 
ners who had voluntarily offered to join them ; 
but to the heart-rending regret of all the friends 
of thìs great revolution, the volunteers Were 
stopped in their egress from the U. States, and 
many of them were thrown into prison ! These 
measures, totally unexpected, changed at once 
$he whole appearance of our views. Instead 
of being enabled to take possession of Fierida 
(intended finelly for the United States) we 
were confined to Amelia Island! The chiefs 
of the expedition were subjected to suspicion, 
many of the men deserted, and but a few were 
left to sustain the shock of arms, which was 
daily threatened by the Spanish troops ‚they 
remained, however, unappalled ; they repelled 
a reformidable attack ; but being by the disap- 
pointment before mentioned, incapable of uc- 
tive operations, the abandonment of the place 
was contemplated at the time of‘ general 
Aury’s arrival, whose reinforcements epubied 
the patriots not only to remain masters of the 
island, waiting for an augmentation of forces 
for ulterior operations, but they were enabled 
to fit out several vessels to annoy the Spanish 
trade. 

The great impertance and consequence of 
the capture of Amelia Island, as a key to F'lo- 
rida and to the channeis of the Bahamas, will 
be more easily comprehended by a perusaì of 
those intereepted despatehes which uccompany 
this memorial,* from the minister of the tren- 
sury of the island of Cuba to the bloody Moril- 
lo, whose supplies were furnished chiefy from 
that isiand ; and the island derived those sup- 
plies from the United States, through the Fio- 
Tiles, The money requisite for the prosecution 
of the war against the independents, was ob- 
tuined by loan from the inhabitants of Cuba: 
but these judging correctly, thet if the patriots 
could take und hold Amelie Island, they would 
proceed to possess themselves of the rest of 
the Floridas, and finally of Cuba, long ready 
for revolt : and that in the event of a revolution 
of these, the money lent to their government 
would be lost, refused those advances on the 
faith of governmeat that they had been accus- 
tomed to make. 

T'hus may the government of the United 
States now see the importance of these primary 
movements of the patriots, which were attri- 
buted to other causes of 8 confined, & private, 
and even of a sinister nature, by writers in the 
public papers of this coontry, who impated 
motives of the most diabolieal kind to the 
chiefs of this expedition.— They loaded them 
with every insulting epithet, and charged 


the whole with the irregularities that were 


committed by anprincipled individunls, who 
had assumed the patriot flag to cover their 
depredations ; thus involving in ene common 
disgrace, those who were duly commissioned, 
and who had acted in confarmity to ackoow- 
ledged laws, with those who had been guilty 
of this piratical assumption !— The patriots 
tonk many Spanish vessels engaged in the 
slave trade, and took them into Fernandina, 
It would be unwortky the dignity of this me- 
mortal, to descend to the suspicion that the 
persons 30 violent in these charges, were indí- 
recily engaged in tbia infernal trade ; but the 
opposition appears to have augmented against 
the patriots in proportion to the injury done 
‘heretc. 

"hese captured slave ships were taken, like 
other vessels, because declaredly belonging to 
the enemy ; bat there is no instance of the cap- 
tors having violated the laws of this country, im 
attempting the introduction of the captured 

Ae 
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slaves into the United States: and if any indi- 
vidual had even attempted so irregular 2 pro- 
ceeding, he would have been subject to the 
laws: but his disgrace would surely not be im- 
pated to those who disclaim any such act. 
The documents, now ia the hands of the exe- 
cutive of this govern meut, give the most ample 
testimony of the regular attenticn paid to the 
laws of the United States by the patriots; and 
youe memorialist was in hopes, that these favor- 
able representations would have prodaced a 
very dîìtferent result to the one experienced. 

T'he unfavorable impression made upon the 
government of this country, against the persons 
employed in this enterprise, appeared to be cor- 
roborated by facts appertaining solely to those 
who, tatally disconnected with the patriots, 
had, without authority, assumed their flag ; and 
partly under th plea that this impression, but 
especially unter the pia of the Floridas having 
been pledged to this government, the ofiicers 
thereof were directed ta take possession of 
Amslia letand, which they did in a hostile 
manner, but which tbe patriots refused to 
defend, under the eanvictian tat a goverhment 
professing friendiy sentiments to those who 
were following its own glorious example, would 
upon due consideration of the subjeet, under 
proper representations, redress any grievances 
to which this exertion of power might have 
subjected their friends, the patriots: and under 
such consoliung expectations vour memorialist 
had the honor of addressing the chief magis- 
trate of this respected republic.+ 

After waiting, however, for a manth (though 
every day’s delay is bighiy injarious to the 
great cause in which we are engaged) instead 
of receiving sach satisfaction as the patriots 
had vainly anticipated, your memorialist has 
this day received u letter fram the hon. John Q. 
Adams, (Seery. of State of the United States) 
ezciading all hopes of that reparation of the 
injuries sustained, that was expected from a 
great and magnamimous people, whore gio- 
rious ezample had fired the bosoms of their 
brethren of the south: and nothing remains 
now, in the fulfillment of the duties of your 
memorialist to the patriots, whom he repres- 
ents, but to submit to the august assembiies, 
whom he has the honnor now to address, those 
evidences of injuries 20 grievous to the cause 
of liberty and to the progress cf the revolution, 
whichinvolvesthe happinessofso many millions. 

In this ezposition of the grievances aná sui 

ferings ailuded to, your committee beg leave to 
cail the attention of your honorable houses to 
the Collowing : 
„ Ht must be advanced (and memerialist hopes 
it will be admitted) that the capture of Frori- 
da would hasten the great events of the re- 
volution : and that, this being accomplished, it 
was the avowed intention of the patriots to 
cede that country to the United States, under 
svch circumstances as might be matually 
beneficial. 

It must also be advanced, that they know 
pot of any ezisting engagement that had been 
so concluded between this country and Spain 
as te subject the attack, in any manner, to the 
suspicion of an implication of hostility to the 
pre-engagement or uitimate views of the re- 
publie :—For the patriots could not suppose à 
nation, so powerful as the United States, 
would permit the king of Spain to keep pos- 
session of a country, virtualiy theirs, as a com- 
pensation for the extensive spoliatíons com- 
mitted on their trade, so long ago: and espe- 
cially as the Governor of Florida js daily dis. 
posing of the lands, leave nothing, finally, bat 
the sovereignty and the sand-banks: and mare 
eipecially, as the aw of congress on that snb- 
ject was passed in the year. 1811; which, by tre 
csnstitotion, became effeetually null in twa 
years; added to which, a nation, of sagh poli- 
tieal forecast as the United States, knowing 
that the patriots of the south having declared 
all the American continental possessians of 
Spain in a state of revolntion, could not be ez- 
pected to leave undecided a question of so 
mach momant as the possession of Hiorida, if 
actually theirs, at « time when it was subject 
taan attack fram without, or a revolotiaa from 
within : and under a conviction that if left to 
an external attack, it would involve the United 


‘States in « contest with the captors, (for 


Spain had left it almost defenceless,) or, vir- 
tually, decoying a force to be idly spent, which 
might have been efficiently engaged elsewhere, 
in the great cause. 

Under all these circumstances, your memo- 
rialist finds it difficult to abstract his mind 
from a dilemmse which presents itself, and 
which he submits with great deference. 

Either the United States did possess Florida 
or they did not. If they did, why not occupy 
the same and display the American flag? 


A enenensennnn mmmnstsn tre ontnnnnnd 
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V bich would have pravented the patriots from 

attempting the conquest of a country thet had 
cousumnrated its wishes. If they did nat pos- 
sers Florida, why hare they, vi et armis, taken 
from the patriats a part thereof, which they 
had fairiv, and by force of arms, conquered, 
«nd kept against every attack from their only 
deciared enemy ? 

It is in vain to urge that the patriots were 
considered us picates; because it is not the 
usage of nations to accept from prrates terms 
of eapitulation: and your honorabie houses to 
ponder weil upon the sensibility of this nation, 
when the Danes delivered up to the English 
minister the vessels captured from that nation 
by com. Paul Jones, wlio, because he had 
been an linglish subject, was denominated and 
threatened by them as a pirate; for the Danes 
had netthen veknowledged your independence. 
‘Phis subj:et was tho't worthy, at a subsequent 
time, of a formal! representation thro’ your mi- 
nister, Mir, Jeifersen, then at the court of Ver- 
saîlles; end the injury sustained then, was, til! 
within a hert pericd. made a plea agatnst the 
restoratien of even private property, belonging 
tn the vabjects of thut crown; and so lasting 
was (he inopress:on „f that injury, that it has 
been trought worthy of remembrance until 
this day. 

Even your venerable and respected Philoso- 
pber, Frerkiin, though ctoatbed wich ministe- 
rial dignitv, was called a hoary headed Traitor! 

The sistuution uf thuse whom your memori- 
alist has the honor to represent, calls for the 
reminiscenve of these circumstanecs, that your 
honerable houses mar gudge, by the feelings of 
those days, of the imjssessions which your acts 
ere calculated to stamp upon the minds of the 
Patriots, which are peculiarly alive to every 
sentimeut emansting from so high and so es- 
teemed a source. 

fFhe Periots have not only been deprived of 
the captured territory, but of all the warlike 
stores found therein ; (bev have also remained 
uncompensated fur alt (heir erpenditures in the 
ereetten of barracke ana other necessary huild- 
ings5 they have not oniy been deprived of the 
captured vessels, but of their cargoes.} 

‘The validity ef these prizes, and ef tne pro- 
perty taken, has beer, by request of the Spa- 
nish agents, subjeeted to the courts of ad mi- 
raity ef the United States for udjudication: 
though there courts can have no competent 
jurisdiction ever property taken by the citizens 
cf another power, frum another people, on the 
high seas:—And yet the Court of Admiralty 
of Savannah has lately decided apainst the 
scconer 'Tantativa’s being a good prize to the 
Brutus privateer, cummissioned by the Mezi- 
Can government: also against a brig, prize to 
the Gen, San Martin, under Buenos Ayre's 
Ctlouis, seized on the coast. The cargo, too, 
of a brig, prize to the Mezrican Congress, 
wiecked on the coast of North Carolina, has 
been sold by the collector, and the money de- 
posited in his office, 

The Patriots have only been precluded from 
recovering debts to a large amount, due for 
the legal sales in the United States of various 
goods, but their liberties are endangered by the 
threats of creditors, to whom compsaratively 
small debts are due, at the time that these 
threats are mode, the sufferers of all these in- 
juries are ordered peremptarily, by the officers 
of the United States, to quit a territory that 
has never belonged to this government. who 
seem, thereby, tu have espoused the cause nf 
our enemies, and to have entered into league 
rgainet Us. All these things, too, are done 
when the governments of this country are ac- 
qnainted with tbe reports of the junction of the 
Russiap and Spanish fleets, whose destination 
is declarated to be against the Patriots ;and 
thus sbuli we be suhjected while waiting for 
the resteration of our property, to the risk of 
haring our veseis blockaded in port, thereby ha- 
zarding, their loss with the prize goods, and 
thus giving advantages toanenemyinsatiab!e in 
blood : end tn whora reconciliation is impossi- 
ble; an enemy who may become formidable 
bv such unexpected interferences, but whom 
the Petriots would, otherwise, never hesitate ta 
meet boldly. 

In repeating these manifold grivances to 
your honorable houses, your memorialist looks 
with codfidence, fer that diguified and sincere 
support of the great ‘republican cause, in 
which those whom he reptesents are so deeply 
engaged ; and he reposes in the bosom of your 
aogust asseinblies those representations, de- 
pending on such a redress of grivances as shall 
comport with the honor, dignity and justice 
of the government of the United States.
